Under this view Mr. Dob- 
bins could have no valid claim on the State 
Road. 

But this is not live point now, as the dam- 
ages have been paid, save as to Mr. Blodgett's 
responsibility to the people, and his attention 
to their interest. 

Mr. Blodgett's statements in his card reveal 
a curious phase of this remarkable case in 
connection with Mr. Dobbins’ experience and 
testimony. Mr. Dobbins never saw the fif- 
teen thousand dollar note. Colonel Gaskill 
delivered to him a $7,000 note signed by 
Foster Blodgett as Superintendent of the 
State Road, and this amount he received, and 
refused to pay Colonel Gaskill anything out 
of it for his fee. 

This juggling of two'notes, both apparently 
signed by Foster Blodgett, one of which 
Blodgett knows nothing about, and the 
other of which Dobbins knows ncthing about, 
forms a queer matter. There is a rank smell 
of forgery in one view, and of conspiracy in 
the other. 

We do not desire to say anything to prej- 
udice and jeopardize the fate of accused men 
yet to be tried, or to pre-judge the decision of 
the Court in a matter involving reputation 
and personal liberty. 

We shall give facts as they present them- 
selves in this dark and extraordinary transac- 
tion, as it is a matter connected with a public 
trust. The matter illustrates the Radical 
rule that has been upon us—how every public 
function has been involved in a net-work of 
intrigue and machination for personal pur- 
pose, for pecuniary speculation or partisan 
deviltry.

A Radical Csiculation of the Presi- 
dential Probabilities. 

The New York Evening Post, an indepen- 
dent political paper, naturally conservative in 
its — but ex ly cautious and 
circumspect in its policy, has an elaborate 
editorial in its issue of last Wednesday, upon 
the prospect of the two great parties in the 
contest of 1872.
